Pioneer Associated 
Press Official Dies 


Washington, Dee. 1 — (£>) — 
Frank B. Noyes, 85, one of Am- 
erica's pioneer newspaper leaders, 
died today. 


Noyes, who helped organize the 
present Associated Press and serv- 
ed 38 years as its first president 
had been in failing- health for ^ome 
time. But until last winter he 
had taken an active hand in the 
management of The Washington 
Evening Star, as its president and 
chairman of the board of directors. 


A practicing journalist for more 
than 60 years, Noyes actually be- 
gan his newspaper career at the 
age of six — selling extras upon 
President Grant's first inaugura- 
tion. The years that followed saw 
him rise to the top in the Wash- 
ington and 
Chicago 
newspaper 
fields, with national prominence 
resulting from his contributions to 
the Associated Press. 
When Noyes retired as AP pres- 
ident in 1938, he was re-elected by 
acclamation to the board of di- 
rectors, on which he continued ac- 
tive service until April 21, 1947.

Madame Chiang Kai-Shek 


Is Greeted By Top Amer- 


ican Officials At 


Capital Airport 


WILL VISIT MARSHALL 


Washington, Dec. 1—(IP)— Mad- 
ame Chiang Kai-Shek, first lady 
of China, arrived today to seek 
new American backing for China's 
hard-pressed Nationalist govern- 
ment. 


The Chinese first lady waj met 
at the airport by Mrs. George C. 
Marshall, wife of the secretary of 
state 


Ambassador Wellington Koo and 
other embassy officials also greet- 
ed her. Madame Chiang arrived 
at 10:00 a. m. from San Francisco 
aboard President Truman's former 
personal plane, the Sacred Cow. 
Top American administration 


officials were missing:. The state 
department sent Walter 
Butter- 
worth, chief of its office of Far 
Eastern Affairs. 


Madame Chiang left immediately 
with Mrs. Marshall for the Mar- 
shall home at nearby Leesburg, 
Va., without a word to reporters 
on her unofficial mission or any 
other subject. 


She will be Mrs. Marshall's guest 
there for the time bem^. 
K. W. Yu, secretary to Chiang 


Kai Shak who accompanied Mad- 
ame Chiang from Shanghai, said 
that she would spend all of today 
at the Marshall home. Ambassa- 
dor Koo said he would confer with 
Madame Chiang there later today. 
At the White House, Presidential 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said that Mr. Truman was repre- 
sented at the airport by his Air 
Force aide, Col. Robert Landry. 
In reply to a question, Ross said 
he did not know with 'whom in 
the government Madame Chiang 
might confer. 
Also in reply to a question, Ross 


said no engagement for Madame 
Chiang to see Mr. Truman had 
been made "up to now." He added 
that he did not know whether she 
had made a request to see the 
President. 
Marshall now is in Walter Reed 
Hospital for a physical checkup. 
State Department officials predict 
he will be away from his office at 
least several days. What effect 
this may have on Madame Chiang's 
plans was not immediately known. 
So far no time has been set for 


conferences with either Marshall or 
President Truman.- 
While American 
officials 
un- 


doubtedly will show Madame Chi- 
ang every courtesy due the wife of 
a nation's leader, behind their Emil- 
ing welcome they are not too hap- 
py about the visit. 
They expect Madame Chiang not 
only to appeal to government offi- 
cials for aid, but also to try to stir 
up greater popular interest In the 
Chinese cause. 
Her mission comes at a time 
when Mr. Trurnari and Marshall ap- 
parently have concluded that any 
aid which would involve this coun- 
try deeply in the Chinese war is 
out of the question.

It is safe | 
because being a powerful emetic, 
most animals rid themselves of 
the poison before serious damage 
is done However, since rats, mice 
and rodents In general, are ix>cap- i 
able of vomiting they retain the 
poison in their bodies, and 
die 


from its effect.

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PLIGHT OF UNCLE SAM'S POST OFFICE 


The annual "Mail Early for Christmas" warnings have 


extra meaning this year. The jam in the Post Office for 
the next few months, reaching a peak in the holidays, Is 
going to be the v/orst in history. 


Last year's Christmas rush was about a third heavier 


than any year before. This year's rush is expected to be 25 
to 30 per cent heavier than that. It comes on top of six 
months in which the volume of mail handled each month 
has been greater than last year's Christmas business, which 
set an all-time record. 


Two things, in the opinion of Peter Edson, NEA Wash- 


ington correspondent, have happened to throw this extra 
burden in the packs of Uncle Sam's mailman. 


First is that Railway Express agency, having upped its 


rates three times in the last IS months, has now practically 
priced itself out of business. Postal officials say that it now 
costs about 15 times as much to ship by express as by par- 
cel post. From 90 to 95 per cent of the business that Rail- 
way Express has lost has gone to the Post Office. 


Second point is that the volume of all other classes of 


mail has been going up steadily. In the last 15 years, the 
increase has been over 300 per cent. 


Postal facilities have been given no comparable increase 


to take care of this business. There has been virtually no 
expansion since 1938. Today the Department could use 
about 300 more buildings for post offices, annexes and in- 
creased terminal facilities. Railway Mail Service has fewer 
post office cars than it had at the beginning of the war. 
This is due to wearing out of old equipment and lack of 
steel for the railroads to build new. 
Freight cars are now 


being used. 


What all this adds up to is that the U. S. Post Office 


Department stands to lose over $550,000,000 in the year 
ending next June 30. 


This is just a beginning. The railroads, to which the 


Interstate Commerce Commission last February gave a 
temporary 25 per cent increase for carrying the mail, has 
now asked for a permanent 65 per cent raise. And foreign 
and domestic airlines have asked Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity for a 160 per cent increase in their pay for flying the 
mail. 


Next Jan. 1 there will be slight increases in postage 


rates on all except first and second class mail—letters, 
newspapers and magazines. Airmail will go from five cents 
an ounce back to six cents. Special delivery will go from 
13 cents to 15 cents. And so on. 


These increases are expected to bring in to the govern- 


ment another $120,000,000 a year, but it's only about a fifth 
of what's needed to make up the deficits. 


Only two classes of postal service now pay their own 


way. 
One is letter mail, the other is interest on postal 


savings. 


New estimates show that losses on handling parcel post 


will be $80,000,000 this year. Losses on third class adver- 
tising matter will be $129,000,000 on second class $207,000,- 
000. 
Other losses adding up to $134,000,000 include 518,- 


000,000 on special ' delivery and $32,000,000 on money 
orders. 


In connection with the high second-class mail deficit, 65 


per cent of the loss comes in handling magazines, 35 per 
cent on newspapers. It costs the government between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000 a year to handle the three big 
magazines of one publisher alone. What this amounts to is 
a subsidy, paid by tLe taxpayers. 


In the face of crazy conditions like these, career-man 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Donaldson will go before the 
next Congress asking for considerable rate increases and a 
big building program. Donaldson says he would have no 
objections to the Departmet losing from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 a year. But anything over that is too much. 


To suggestions from ex-President Herbert Hoover's 


Commission for reorganizing the government—that the 
Post Office cut expenses by reducing services—Mr. Donald- 
son objects. It is a service agency for the benefit of the 
public, he maintains. 


To frequent congressional suggestions that his Depart- 


, ment modernize or streamline its operations by mechanism, 


Donaldson also bums. Ninety-five per cent of postal oper- 
ating costs are for personnel and transportation. And to 
far, no robot has been invented that will deliver all those 
Christmas cards you're going to tosi in the waste basket 
within the next 30 days.

Sylvcmia Has 
Instrument To 
Aid Television 


New York—A recording s-i»r-_ 


troradiometer which will accur- 
ately plot the tull larg-i w_ 
>- 
light produced" on a television 
viewing tube screen has been de- 
signed and built in the Research 
Laboratories of Sylvania Electric 
to speed intricate testing of com- 
mercial television tubes 
accord- 


ing to an announcement by Dr. R. 
M. Bowie, manager of the physic- 
al research laboratories of Sylva- 
nia Electric Products Ir.c. 


Dr.- Bowie said that he believed 
that this new .cientific instrument 
should prove important as a prac- 
tical means of speeding the test- 
ing of commercial television, tubes 
and as a tool implementing stand- 
ardization techniques no\v 
being 
studied by the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards and the television in- 
dustry. 


The instrument 
analyzes 
the 


components of the light produc- 
ed by the tube screens.by measur- 
ing, and. recording, the degree of- 
output of all visible light 
wave- 


lengths progressively. 
The pro- 
cess, which is entirely automatic, 
requires only forty-eight seconds 
for each tube. 


This contrasts 
with former 


methods in which a skilled tech- 
nician had to take and plot hund- 
reds of values' requiring 
about 


half a. day's work. 
The 
former 


method also was an approximation, 
since few points along the 
rela- j 


tively wide visual spectrum could 
be plotted in even that time. The 
new automatic recording 
instru- 


ment provides a continuous chart- 
ing of light at all wavelengths. • 


Dr. Bowie stressed the contribu- 


tion to the television

which he believes the recording 
spectroradionv ,er will make by 
saying, "the problem cf standardi- 
zation of television viewing tube 
screens is not simple. Chemical 
control of screen materials must, 
be rigidly applied since minute 
changes seriously affect the actual 
color of the viewing tube's light 
output.

At the same time, the Pennsyl- 


vania Grange, which led the fight 
to preserve restrictions on oleo, 
declared that it will challenge any 
efforts to repeal the 1347 oleo act. 
"I expect to sponsor a bill to put 


oleo on the market In the same 
status as any other food product," 
Farrell stated. 


He said the bill would b« similar 
to one he introduced in the 1947 
session, calling for removal of all 
oleo restrictions. This was reject- 
ed for an act which established' 
a license fee of $2 for the sale of 
oleo, requires that the product be 
sold without color, and restaurants 
serving it print the fact on its 
menus. 


FarreU «aid h« w«j not opposed 


to a license fee for the sale of oleo, 
tut declared that all other restrict- 
ions were "decidedly unnecessary 
and unfair." 


The State Grange, 
however, 
maintained that the present oleo 
law ia "very reasonable and ought 
to be left intact." 


A spokesman

Grange is "particularly concerned 
that oleo be sold white rather than 
colored yellow." 


"It ought to be sold for what 


it Is and not given a chance to be 
mistaken for butter," he empha- 
sized.
